He also took time out to 
praise California's higher edu­ 
cation system and pledge to 
maintain its high quality. But. 
he pointedly declared: “ So far, 
those receiving this education 
have not been required to share

He noted that he has suggest­ 
ed imposing tuition for the first 
time if cuts in the university 
and college budgets threaten 
either the quality of the educa­ 
tion offered or the number of 
students it is available to. 
“ When I say we suggested tu­ 
ition, I mean just that. The gov­ 
ernor cannot 
impose 
tuition. 
Only the regents can make this 
decision for the university and 
the legislature for the colleges,” 
the governor said. 
Assembly Speaker Jesse M. 
Unruh, of Inglewood, however, 
said in a statement that in both 
cases the legislature will have 
the final say, through its control 
of state aid to the university and 
colleges. 
The speaker, obviously refer­ 
ring to strong protests by stu­ 
dents and faculty against any 
tution plan, remarked: “ While 
I 
can 
appreciate 
the 
fears 
which many of our university 
and college faculty have with 
regard to the immediate impo­ 
sition of tuition . . . I believe it 
would be extremely unwise for 
them to over-react against this 
proposal.” 
Unruh 
also 
said 
Reagan 
committed himself to a college 
and university tuition before 
consulting his own legislative 
leadership. 
It was the result, he said of 
political inexperience. 
Unruh said Reagan and his 
aides “ fell into a little trap” 
by taking a position before dis­ 
cussing it with their legislative 
leaders.

Rate Hikes 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
Pacific Telephone is “ in desper­ 
ate need of improved earnings,” 
a spokesman said today, and 
plans to ask the California Pub­ 
ic Utilities Commission for a 
multi-million dollar increase in 
rates. 
There were reports that the 
telephone company will request 
an increase in revenue of be­ 
tween $170 million and $173 mil­ 
lion a year. 
The petition to the Public 
Utilities Commission is expected 
to be presented by mid-Febru­ 
ary. 
In 1964 the PUC cut the com­ 
pany’s rate of return and or­ 
dered it to lower its rates by 
about $40 million a year. The 
order was upheld by the Cali­ 
fornia Supreme Court. 
A spokesman for Pacific Tele­ 
phone said the company has 
the highest construction costs 
and the lowest rate of return of 
any division in the Bell System. 
A PUC spokesman said the 
company earns 6.3 cents on ev­ 
ery dollar invested in plants 
and equipment. Prior to 1964 
the earning rate was 6.75 cents.

MillValley Refuse Service Co. 
last night asked Mill Valley City 
Council to increase garbage col­ 
lection rates April 1 to a flat 
$2.55 per month per can for all 
homeowners. 
As an alternative, the com­ 
pany proposed rate increases to 
$2.25 per can for houses not 
more than 150 feet above sea 
level; $2.75 for houses between 
150 and 300 feet, and $3.25 for 
houses more than 350 feet above 
sea level. Present rates are 
$1.50, $1.75 and $2.25 for cor­ 
responding elevations. 
The council deferred action 
on the proposed rates and asked 
for an audit of the company’s 
books to justify its claim that it 
loses money on its Mill Valley 
operation. Also, city Mgr. Bert 
A. Balmer said he will review 
the company’s records to en­ 
sure that it separates its cost 
of doing business in the city 
from its operation outside the 
city. 
The city has refused for two 
years to grant rate increases 
sought by the company on the 
ground that the company failed 
to keep separate books for its 
city operation. Since October, 
the company reported, it has 
kept separate books on its Mill 
Valley business. 
Last night’s proposed rate in­ 
creases were higher than the $2, 
$2.50 and $3 asked in September. 
“We’re willing to take a loss

Lawmakers Get Six-Point 


n Anti-Crime Plans 
Reagai 
SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Gov. | 
Ronald Reagan today sent the 
legislature a six-point anti-crime 
program designed to strengthen 
“soft spots” in California’s bat­ 
tle against law breakers. 
He said it would help deter 
crime. 
The Republican governor, in 
office exactly two weeks, also 
agreed to act on his own to es­ 
tablish periodic statewide con­ 
ferences to make the public 
more aware of the problem.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Why Not Therapy Group 
For Disturbed Persons? 


Can highly nervous and mentally 
disturbed persons be helped through 
volunteer organizations like alcoholics 
anonymous? 


This possibility was brought to our 
attention by an anonymous letter writ­ 
er. who claims the or she) speaks from 
personal experience. 
We pass along the ideas expressed 
in that letter because if enough people 
see merit in the proposals, some type 
of group therapy organization could 
result. On the other hand, if the ideas 
expressed are unworkable or contrary 
to medically tested fact, then they can 
be rejected. 
“People suffering from mental ill­ 
ness need a new outlook on life," the 
letter writer asserts. “They need to be 
useful. They need to be busy. T h e y 
need to know where to go. 1 have had 
two years private psychiatric care with 
two doctors. One was the ‘lie down on 
the couch and say whatever comes into 
your mind' school and the other be­ 
lieved that pills were the answer. Both 
ideas are valid but they seldom c u r e 
you. Many, because of the expense of 
psychiatry, are deprived of any help. 
The average patient sees a psychiatrist 
only five times. Why? Too expensive? 
Getting no place? I believe that cures 
can take place by getting people back 
into the society. 
“Citizens of Marin, write and tell of 
your experiences with mental illness. 


Tell the good and tell the bad. How 
have you been helped? Who can bet­ 
ter help than one who has been cured? 
We can help each other. Start a NUT 
(Neurotics Using Therapy) organiza­ 
tion 
operating like the Alcoholics 
Anonymous. Can't there be activities 
for these people that will get them out 
of their shells? We need a leader to 
set up groups of six or eight patients 
that can work together. When you are 
as nervous around ordinary situations 
as I am, you need a place you can go 
and if you act nervous, people will un­ 
derstand. There will be no strange 
looks, lack of understanding, nor will 
the stigma of mental illness be as 
great. We can lead useful lives. 
“This letter can start a great many 
letters. 1 know the people of Marin 
won’t let us down. This is a step in the 
right direction.” 
Old stigmas attached to mental ill­ 
ness are gradually being discarded, as 
they should be. An enlightened society 
is beginning to accept such illnesses as 
curable diseases just like other phys­ 
ical ailments that afflict its members. 
If self-help through group therapy 
is feasible, Marin's mental health fa­ 
cilities at Ross Hospital and new facili­ 
ties going up at Marin General, togeth­ 
er with a sympathetic understanding 
from the people of Marin, may provide 
new hope for those who now7 live in 
nervous isolation. 


And I said, ‘Boss, 1 deserve a $1,000 a year raise’, 
and he said, ‘Make it $1,800!’ ”

Show Reagan Touch On Budget

SACRAMENTO (CNS) - Al­ 
ready. some indications are be­ 
ginning to be seen that the new 
administration of Gov. Ronald 
Reagan means business in the 
m atter of curtailing state ex­ 
penditures. 
In little more than a week, 
orders have gone out that all 
out-of-state travel, except by 
special 
permission 
is to be 
halted. 
The Governor cut down his 
own staff on the assumption 
that there were too many peo­ 
ple on it. 


ALTHOUGH it isn't settled 
as yet. he is considering sell­ 
ing the “ Grizzly.” the airplane 
the state purchased for use ol 
Brown's predecessor. 
Governor Reagan appointed 
a new consumer counsel, and 
at the sam e time the budget 
for that office was cut back. 


with instructions to evaluate 
the w’ork of the office in the 
light of its necessity at all. 
But the biggest saving effect­ 
ed so far results from the 
action of Spencer 
Williams, 
new state health and welfare 
administrator, in closing eight

Seem Careless

Since the Jan. 2 fire in Terra 
Linda, there has been much 
said on the subject, but I feel 
that many of the statements 
have been careless or inexact. 


The time taken for the San 
Rafael Fire Department to ar­ 
rive might possibly have been 
excessive. Did anyone really 
time them? In any case, there 
would have been little differ­ 
ence in the effect of the fire 
since the house was totally 
involved. 


The firehouse is situated in 
the best possible position, espe­ 
cially when one considers the 
industrial 
and 
com mercial 
land surrounding it. These are 
the people who pay the high 
taxes and deserve the most 
protection. The homes involved 
are within two miles of the 
station, a completely accept­ 
able range in the field of fire 
underwriting. 


To have used the trucks’ 
self - contained 
water 
would 
have been a waste of time. The 
400 gallons they carry would 
have lasted a m axim um of 
four minutes, and more likely 
45 seconds fusing 2 hoses).

WASHINGTON <AP> — This 
is that peculiar time in history 
when 
the 
giants 
are 
em ­ 
barrassed 
by 
their 
o w n 
strength. 
The shining example of this 
is North Vietnam, which is 
only slightly larger than New 
York State and whose popula­ 
tion of about 16.2 million is 
slightly less than New York's. 


LITTLE North Vietnam has 
the huge United States over a 
barrel in more ways than one, 
even though this country is al­ 
most 51 times larger and has 
a population of around 200 mil­ 
lion. 
The two nuclear giants, the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union, are so strong they could 
eliminate each other. The last 
thing they want is w ar with 
each other. As a result, they 
walk on tippy-toes when they 
deal with each other. 
North Vietnam, 
the exact 
opposite, 
is 
primitive 
com­ 
pared with American might. 
Yet this country, in war with 
North Vietnam, isn’t daring to 
use its full strength or even 
half of it. 
If this country tried to end 
the war faster by bombing 
everything in sight in North 
Vietnam, and invading it, Red 
China might feel compelled to 
enter the w ar on the side of its 
Asian neighbor — just as it did 
in North Korea. 


BUT WAR with Red China is 
one of the last things this coun­ 
try wants. 
Much of world opinion 
is 
critical of the United States 
now for being in the war at all. 
It would be worse if the United 
States tried full bombing and 
invasion. 
And. 
although 
the 
United 
States 
could 
wipe 
N o r t h 
Vietnam off the map 
if 
it 
wanted to use nuclear bombs, 
the world would be horrified. 
And Russia might feel com­ 
pelled 
to 
help 
its 
fellow - 
Communists in North Vietnam 
by 
retaliating 
against 
the 
United 
States 
with 
nuclear 
bombs. 
So, the United States feels 


restricted 
to 
fighting 
a n 
almost old-fashioned war and, 
to make the story even more 
gruesome, this country doesn’t 
know how long this war will 
last, as President Johnson has 
acknowledged. 


ALREADY more than 6,000 
Americans have died in the 
war and this country’s armed 
forces have about 500,000 men 
in the area. Since there is no 
end in sight, the final casualty 
figures can’t even be guessed. 
But the American troubles, a 
product of this war, continued 
to 
multiply 
at 
home 
and 
elsewhere. 
This country, enjoying the 
longest period of prosperity in 
its history, could devote more 
of its money and resources to 
needed program s at home, if 
there was no war. And the ex­ 
pense of the war is climbing. 
Johnson is paying a bitter 
penalty — in 
the form 
of 
criticism which hurts him in a 
number of ways — for doing 
what he thinks is right in con­ 
tinuing the w ar until North 
Vietnam 
says 
it 
has 
had 
enough. 


BY THIS TIME, it seems 
certain. Johnson would have 
made 
trips 
abroad 
to help 
American foreign policy. For 
instance, it might have been 
worth while for the Western 
allies if Johnson could have 
visited France to talk with 
President Charles de Gaulle, 
the 
high-handed 
Frenchman 
who has upset the allies by 
disregard for the North Atlan­ 
tic Treaty Organization. 
And then there’s the Soviet 
Union, with whom the United 
States 
would 
like 
c l o s e r 
relations. There has been some 
progress in that direction but 
Moscow, 
still leader of the 
Communist world, can’t afford 
to get too cozy with a nation 
making war on North Viet­ 
namese Communists. 


WHEN the war ends the best 
the United States can hope for 
is that South Vietnam, once 
freed from direct attack by 
the Communists, can somehow 
manage to survive on its own.

Polish Reds Prove 
Mulish Over Loans

WASHINGTON - The State 
Department 
is 
preparing 
to 
give Communist-ruled Poland— 
which is providing large quan­ 
tities of arm s and numerous 
freighters to carry other Iron 
Curtain war supplies to North 
Vietnam—a $65 million hand­ 
out. 
That is the amount due the 
U.S. in the next five years for 
huge stocks of surplus farm 
products 
sold 
under 
Public 
Law 480. 
Since 1957 Poland has ob­ 
tained $538.23 million in such 
food — thus saving its people 
from dire privation. Under a 
series of eight agreements cov­ 
ering these purchases paid for 
in the local currency, the Com­ 
munist 
Warsaw 
government 
pledged to redeem its zlotys in 
dollars over specified periods. 


IT HAS REPEATEDLY failed 
to live up to these written 
commitments. 
A 
detailed 
report 
by the 
Senate Subcommittee on For­ 
eign Aid Expenditures, headed 
by Sen. Ernest Gruening, D- 
Alaska, discloses that only $3 
million has so far been col­ 
lected from Poland, and that 
since last October it is in de­ 
fault of $32 million. 
Despite the Warsaw regim e’s 
extensive aid to North Vietnam 
and 
frequent 
castigation 
of 
U.S. policies, the State Depart­ 
ment is considering deferring 
not only the defaulted $32 mil­ 
lion but another $33 million 
due in the next five years. Nei­ 
ther these obligations nor the 
more than one-half billion in

“ Waiver of Poland's dollar ob­ 
ligations on past Public Law 
480 sales may well be taken by 
that country and others as an 
indication that dollar obliga­ 
tions are subject to waiver 
whenever foreign exchange dif­ 
ficulties are experienced. This 
can easily turn the ‘sales’ pro­ 
gram into a grant program—a 
situation clearly not contem­ 
plated by Congress.” 


Other 
details 
in 
Senator 
Gruening’s comprehensive re­ 
port are: 


1. Poland has done nothing 
whatever about making resti­ 
tution on some $337 million in 
pre-World War II debts. Says 
Gruening: “ Poland has made 
no payment on either the prin­ 
cipal or the accrued interest 
in more than 30 years, and it 
is not likely that the U.S. will 
ever receive any payment on 
these obligations of the Polish 
government.” 


2. The U.S. has been grossly 
overcharged in leasing land for 
an embassy in Warsaw. John 
Cabot, former am bassador to 
Poland, also protested the ex­ 
tremely high cost of rental 
housing for the embassy staff 
under rates set by the city of 
Warsaw which, according to 
him, must be paid in dollars. 
3. Not only has the U.S. 
been gypped in these excessive 
charges, but also in the ex­ 
change rate of 24 zlotys for 
one dollar. 


TWO C O N C L U S IO N S are 
strongly highlighted by Sen­ 
ator Gruening: 
In failing to require the Pol­ 
ish Communist regime to live 
up to its written agreements to 
redeem the counterpart zlotys 
in dollars, the State Depart­ 
ment in effect is extending 
large-scale economic aid con­ 
trary' to PL 480 and not con­ 
templated by Congress; and 
providing Poland with immense 
quantities of urgently needed 
food has had absolutely no ef­ 
fect on its Communist regime.

Civic Center Facelifting Is 


Good Excuse For Anniversary 


Well, Novato is seven years 
old next Friday. We don’t see 
any specific significance to 
this particular birthday, but 
apparently the city fathers did 
because they voted up to $500 
for the observance of it. 
The 
city 
incorporated 
on 
Jan. 20. 1960 and for several 
years the city observed the 
date as an anniversary. After 
City Mgr. J. Julien Baget lost 
a bet to then-Mayor Robert D. 
Carrow that there would be 
more city employees than citi­ 
zens at the celebration, the 
idea was forgotten. 


This fall, however, a group 
of volunteers working under 
the direction of City Parks and 
Recreation Director Edward 
W. Adams completely refur­ 
bished 
the 
old 
Community 
House. 


IT ’S NOT THAT the old 
building didn’t need It. That 
was one of the promises of the 
city council when it took over 
the Community House from 
the Community Club. It prom­ 


ised to repair and fix up the 
old building. 
The city soon acquired the 
Presbyterian Church proper­ 
ties and it took the spare 
money of the city to make 
that purchase and fix it up for 
city offices. So the Community 
House, that could wait, did. 
Some token work was done on 
it, but it remained its shabby 
old self beside the bright red 
and white city buildings. 
Suddenly, all the volunteers 
working on the old building 
found they were out of work 
and wanted some exercise to 
show off their 
refurbishing 
and restyling of the interior of 
the building. 
So the seventh anniversary 
of the city was seized on to 
make a public showing of this 
work. Had they waited for the 
10th anniversary, the building 
probably would have needed 
the work done all over again, 
and by that time, who would 
have cared, anyway? 


T H ER E IS NO magic in the 


number seven in spite of the 
fact that we all have seven 
holes in our heads land some 
a few morel. But because the 
day was close to the comple­ 
tion of the job, it was given 
the go-ahead for a community 
observance. Maybe this ex­ 
plains why the city council 
could spend $500 to observe 
such an odd-numbered anni­ 
versary. 
This observance will have a 
free 
band 
concert, 
public 
dance and entertainment for 
the kids. A lot of other minor 
things will be going on, but 
basically it is to show off the 
Community House, which now 
has a mid-Victorian look on 
the inside. The outside matches 
the rest of the city’s civic cen­ 
ter complex of four buildings. 


A FT ER 
M ORE 
than 
100 
years, Novato is getting out of 
the mud. That is, it will be 
when certain things are done 
that were approved last week. 
In order to get a lot split to 
construct a new building for 
Pacific Gas and Electric Co. 
at the corner of Grant Avenue 
and Fifth Street, Andrew Tal­ 
bot agreed to put in sidewalks 
between Fifth Street and Lee 
Bros. Lot on the south side of 
Grant Avenue. 


When that has been com­ 
pleted, it will be possible to 
walk on sidewalks from Scott 
Street down by the railroad 
on the south side of Grant 
Avenue almost all the way to 
Eighth Street. 


Think of it, half of the main 
street 
now 
has 
sidewalks! 
Progress might be slow, but 


it is certain. 
The city and Novato Unified 
School District are going to 
install 
sidewalks 
along 
the 
north side of Grant Avenue 
alongside the Marion School 
grounds or from Seventh to 
Eighth streets.

Powell Punishment Considered 


First Civil Rights Act Of '67 
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There is surely tragi-comedy 
in the news that A9dam Powell, 
like his illustrious namesake 
from whom we all stem, has 
finally been cast out of Eden 
for his sins and condemned, 
like the rest of us. to earn his 
wine and his yachts by the 
sweat of his brow. No longer 
w ill he grace the night clubs 
of Paris nor sail the shores of 
Bimini, from which delightful 
resorts he so ably carried on 
his functions as chairman of 
the House Education and Labor 
Committee. He is, alas, a lux­ 
ury we can no longer afford. 


MOST OF US Walter Mittys, 
I suspect, have a sneaking ad­ 
miration for this gay-hearted, 
picaresque rogue who regorded 
the world — and Uncle Sam’s 
pocketbook — as his private 
oyster. Rules and conventions 
meant nothing to this swash­ 
buckling combination of Elm er 
Gantry and Robin Hood, who 
so vigorously 
preached 
the 
Gospel at Harlem’s Abyssinian 
Baptist Church and, just as 
vigorously, flouted it every­ 
where else. 
Adam would walk where an­ 
gels feared to tread. He could 
praise the Daily Worker and 
salute Russia for its efforts “ to 
free the colonial peoples” with­ 
out dread of being investigated 
by a Red-baiting congressional 
committee. 
Though he assailed the GOP 


as a party which “ hates Ne­ 
groes. democracy and prog­ 
ress,” he left the Demos to 
endorse Eisenhower in 1956. 
His price, says the scuttlebutt, 
was the Internal Revenue Serv­ 
ice would not pursue some 
minor financial dispute that 
had arisen. At any rate, it is 
safe to assume that Adam got 
a pretty good quid for his quo, 
that being his modus operandi. 


BUT IN 1960 the prodigal son 
returned to the fold and was 
welcomed with full forgiveness. 
If you follow TV, you may re­ 
call that Madison Square rally 
at which JF K . besieged by ad­ 
mirers, somewhat impatiently 
shook them off in an obvious 
search for someone on the plat­ 
form. That someone was Adam 
Clayton, and the two embraced 
while the Garden rang with 
cheers. 
And in 1961, the city of New 
York gratefully tendered him 
a dinner in which then-Mayor 
Wagner, Arthur Goldberg. Con­ 
necticut’s Abraham Ribicoff 
and Hollywood’s Sammy Davis 
vied with each other in paying 
eloquent 
tribute 
to 
Adam’s 
great service to the Republic. 


BUT AT LONG last the qual­ 
ity of mercy has been over­ 
strained, and Adam has now 
come to judgment, a judgment 
in which both major parties 
concur. 
What I find sadder about this 


than Adam’s downfall is the 
way this judgment has been 
condemned by so many of his 
colored brethren as an exer­ 
cise 
in 
race 
hatred. 
What 
makes this ironical 
is that 
Rev. Powell has retained his 
position so long precisely be­ 
cause of his pigmentation — 
and every politico, white or 
black, knows that. 
I do not mind so much w hen 
the spurious charge is made by 
the untutored who r e g a r d 
Adam as the symbol of their 
race’s successful quest for a 
place in the sun and think it 
inconceivable that their hero 
could do wrong. 


NOR DO I expect anything 
else from the racists of the 
“ black power” movement, such 
as Floyd McKissick of CORE, 
who asserts: “ This is not strip­ 
ping Adam . . . this is political 
castration of black people.” 
But I find it intolerable that 
such líbrate and eloquent fig­ 
ures as A. Philip Randolph and 
Roy W’ilkins. though conceding 
Adam’s derelictions, neverthe­ 
less say he should not be pun­ 
ished for them. In effect, they 
stand with the colored preach­ 
er who warned that, if any­ 
thing happened to Powell, blood 
would flow in American streets. 
Small wonder, under such 
leadership, that a Negro should 
scream at a meeting of the 
Education and Labor Commit­ 
tee: “ I shall lead 10,000 war­ 
riors! We are going to bum 
this country down! The Mau 
Mans are going to rise up!” 
Facing that threat, the 90th 
Congress acted as directed by 


the electorate of 1966 — in de­ 
fense of law and order against 
organized blackmail. In strip­ 
ping Powell of his post, they 
passed the first Civil Rights 
Bill of 1967 by holding that the 
law must apply equally to ail 
races, a decision to which 
every decent citizen, of what­ 
ever color, subscribes. 


AS FOR ADAM, he new pic­ 
tures himself as another Drey­ 
fus. There is, however, a vast 
difference, Reverend: Dreyfus 
was not guilty — and you are.

CITY OF SAN ANSELMO 
ORDINANCE NO. 543 
AN ORDIN ANCE A D D I N G 
CHAPTER 13 TO TITLE 4 OF 
THE SAN ANSELMO MUNICI­ 
PAL CODE BEING AN ORDI­ 
NANCE REGULATING THE 
REMOVAL OR DESTRUCTION 
OF TREES ON UNDEVELOP­ 
ED P R I V A T E PROPERTY 
WITHIN THE CITY OF SAN 
ANSELMO, PROVIDING FOR A 
SYSTEM OF GRANTING PER­ 
MITS AND STATING THE REA­ 
SON AND PURPOSE FOR SAID 
REGULATIONS. 
THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF SAN ANSELMO DO 
ORDAIN AS FOLLOWS: 
Section 1, Title 4 of the San 
Anselmo Municipal Code is here­ 
by amended by adding thereto a 
new Chapter 13 and sections as 
follows: 
Chapter 13. Private Trees. 
Sec. 4-13.01. Purpose. Many 
sections of the City of San An­ 
selmo are covered by oak, ma- 
drone and other trees which con­ 
tribute greatly to the scenic 
beauty of the city. A large pro­ 
portion of residential property 
within the City of San Anselmo 
is on hillside and sloping terrain. 
The uncontrolled removal or de­ 
struction of trees destroys the 
scenic beauty, contributes to 
erosion, increases flood hazards, 
reduces property values, in­ 
creases the cost of construction 
and maintenance of drainage 
systems through the increased 
flow and diversion of surface 
waters and adversely affects the 
local economy by reducing the 
attractiveness and desirability ot 
the area as a place to live, w’ork 
and visit. 
Therefore, the Council of the 
City of San Anselmo finds it 
necessary as a matter of public 
health, safety and welfare to 
enact the following regulations 
to control the removal or de­ 
struction of trees within the 
City.Sec. 4-13.02 Tree Defined. A 
“tree”, within the purview of 
this ordinance, shall mean any 
w oody perennial plant character­ 
ized by having one or more 
trunks any one of which has a 
circumference of fourteen (14") 
inches, or more, measured at 
twenty-four (24") inches above 
ground level. 
Sec. 4-13.03. Definitions, (a) 
City Administrator. As used in 
this ordinance, shall mean the 
city administrator of the City of 
San Anselmo or his designated 
representative. <b) Undeveloped 
Parcel: As used in this Ordi­ 
nance, an undeveloped parcel 
shall be any lot or parcel, or por­ 
tion of a lot or parcel, which can 
be further subdivided or further 
developed under the Subdivision 
Ordinance, the Zoning Ordinance 
or any other regulation or ordi­ 
nance of the City of San Ansel­ 
mo. All lots not legally capable 
of further subdivision or further 
development upon which a single 
family home or a duplex struc­ 
ture exists are thus excluded 
from this ordinance. 
Sec. 4-13.04. Removal or De­ 
struction of Trees Prohibited 
Without a Permit. It shall be 
unlawful for any person, or 
entity whatever, to remove or 
destroy any tree from any un­ 
developed parcel of property 
without a permit as provided for 
herein. 
Sec. 4-13.05 (a) Permits Re­ 
quired. Any person, or entity 
whatever, or agent, servant or 
employee of any such person, 
desiring to remove one or more 
trees on any undeveloped parcel 
in the City of San Anselmo must 
apply in writing to the City Ad­ 
ministrator for permission to 
remove the particular tree - or 
trees. The application shall con­ 
tain the number and location of 
the trees to be cut or removed 
and a brief statement of the 
reason for removal, as well as 
such other pertinent information 
the City Administrator may re­ 
quire. On receipt of such applica­ 
tion, the City Administrator 
shall inspect the premises and 
determine which trees, if any, 
may be removed. In the case of 
subdivisions, this information 
shall be part of the subdivision 
filing as per (e) hereof. 
The decision of the City Ad­ 
ministrator shall be based upon 
the following considerations: 
(1) The condition of the 
trees with respect to disease, 
danger of falling, proximity 
to existing or proposed struc­ 
tures and interference with 
utility services. 
(2) Necessity of tree re­ 
moval in order to allow con­ 
struction of proposed improve­ 
ments and to allow economic 
enjoyment of the property. 
(3) Topography of land and 
the effect of tree removal on 
erosion, soil retention and the 
diversion or increased flow of 
surface water. 
(4) The City Administrator 
shall be guided by the numbers 
and standards established in 
the neighborhood and the gen­ 
eral effect of tree removal 
upon property values in the 
area. 
(5) Good forestry practices, 
(b) The City Administrator 
shall give priority of inspection 
to those requests based on haz­ 
ard. danger or disease, and he 
may refer any request to any 
department, agency, board, com­ 
mission, the City Council of San 
Anselmo or any committee for 
report or recommendation be­ 
fore acting thereon. 
(c‘ The permit shall be issued 
unless the Administrator finds, 
after inspection and investiga­ 
tion, that the trees affected are 
of a size, type, condition and 
location and in such surround 
ings and such conditions that 
their removal would significant­ 
ly frustrate the purposes of this 
ordinance. He may issue a per­ 
mit subject to such conditions 
as he shall, in his discretion 
impose, as are reasonably neces­ 
sary to accomplish the objec­ 
tives of this ordinance.

Crink In The Neck May Be Due 
To Any Of Several Problems 
Neck pain that develops suddenly 
usually is caused by a minor injury 
to one of the supporting muscles or 
ligaments. The crick often stems from 
sleeping in an unusual position. Dis­ 
tress also may follow a sudden jerk 
when riding in a car (whiplash) or an 
accident in which the head is rotated 
to the side. In young children the 
crick may follow a fall in which the 
neck is pulled or twisted. 
As a rule, the pain usually 
subsides within a few days es­ 
pecially when heat is applied 
and the muscles are gently 
massaged. Aspirin also helps. 
RECURRENT or persistent 
pain in the neck is more bother­ 
some. 
There are many possible 
causes but when no abnormal­ 
ity can be found the physician 
usually recommends changes 
in sleeping habits, exercises, 
and a support for the neck. 
The victim should sleep on 
the back or on either side — not 
on the abdomen. A small feather 
pillow helps to avoid unusual 
angles and stress upon the neck.

Packers To Relax After $2.7 Million Super Bowl Win 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — The 
proud Green Bay Packers are 
breaking up today—some to get 
better acquainted with their 
families, eight of them to play 
in next Sunday’s Pro Bowl 
game here and the others just 
to relax until coach Vince Lom­ 
bardi summons them in July to 
begin defending their world 
championship. 
Lombardi, in a restful mood 
and happy with his team’s 35- 
10 win over Kansas City in the 
historic Super Bowl, said yester- 
-------------------------------------------------------- 


day he never doubted the Pack­ 
ers’ ability to win the pro foot­ 
ball title. 
“There was no question in my 
mind that we were the better 
football team Sunday,” Lombar­ 
di told a news conference in 
the Statler Hilton Hotel, where 
executives of the National Foot­ 
ball League were meeting. 
And cheerful NFL Commis­ 
sioner Pete Rozelle chimed in 
from the financial viewpoint that 
the showdown battle netted 
$2,775 million. 


Although the first Super Bowl 
was a monetary success, Ro- 
zelle said the contest fell short 
of an artistic success because 
only two-thirds of the 93,000 
seats in the Memorial Coliseum 
were filled with super fans. 
While the other Packers were 
making plans on how to spend 
the next six months, Lombardi 
said he plans to take a vaca­ 
tion to “play some golf and 
get to know my family better.” 
The veteran mentor praised 
his team and said it showed 


real class when it refused to 
get rattled when a touchdown 
was called back by a penalty. 
“That's the type of team the 
Packers are,” he said proudly. 
Following Lombardi at the 
news conference, Rozelle ex­ 
plained that based on a “wild 
guess” expenses for the game 
totaled around $300,000 and the 
net revenue would be about 
$2,475 million. 
The bulk of proceeds came 
from television. CBS and NBC 
shelled out $2 million for tele­ 


vision 
and radio broadcast 
rights. 
Next year, Rozelle said, the 
kitty will be $2.5 million with 
CBS having exclusive broadcast 
rights, rotating with NBC in 
1969 and then CBS again in 
1970. 
Even though the Packer and 
Chief players got to divide $1.17 
million, Rozelle said the remain­ 
ing estimated $1.3 million would 
be apportioned to the coffers of 
both leagues, to pension plans 
and to the other 23 teams. 


The attendance figure of 63.- 
036 at the Coliseum, though dis­ 
appointing to officials. Rozelle 
pointed out. was more than off­ 
set by the nationwide TV audi­ 
ence. Based on an Arbitron 
sampling, 65 million persons 
saw part of the game on the 
tube and 45 million saw it all. 
This is the largest audience 
ever to see a sporting event, he 
said.

NO EXPERT 
South, no expert, took the ace 
of spades and led a trump, los­ 
ing dummy’s king to the ace. 
East cashed a high spade and 
led another high spade, put­ 
ting South’s trumps in the mid­ 
dle. 
If S o u t h ruffed low. West 
would ever-ruff; an! if South 
ruffed w i t h an honor, West 
would eventually get a trick 
with the ten of hearts. 
The defenders w e r e there­ 
fore sure to get two trumps, a 
spade and a diamond. 


CORRECT LEAD 
South should lead a club to 
dcmmy’s ace at the second trick 
and then lead a low trum p from 
dummy. This maneuver puts 
E ast’s trumps in the middle. 
If East steps up with the ace 
of trumps, collecting only low 
trumps, and leads high spades, 
South can afford to ruff with the 
jack. South can then draw trumps 
with the queen and king. 


GETS WEST 
If East plays low on the first 
round of trumps. South wins 
with the jack. He gets West by 
cashing the high clubs to dis­ 
card two low spades from dum­ 
my. It is then safe to drive out 
the ace of trumps with the queen. 
If East leads spades, South 
can ruff the third spade, putting 
West in the middle. If West over- 
rufis, dummy is now ready to 
win by over-ruffing with the king 
of trumps. 


GOLDEN RULE 
Of course, East can prevent 
all this by applying the Golden 
Rule: he should get his own 
ruffing trick first. 
East taeks the first trump with 
the ace, cashes the ace of dia­ 
monds, and leads a low spade 
to force West to ruff. West re­ 
turns a diamond, and E ast’s 
ruffing trick defeats the con­ 
tract. 
That Golden Rule works from 
any position at the table.

Bay Area Educators 


To Screen Applicants 


The Corte Madera Town Coun­ 
cil last night introduced an or­ 
dinance 
regulating 
encroach­ 
ments on town rights of-ways j 
and fixing penalties for viola-! 
tions, and set a public hearing 
on the ordinance for 8:30 p.m. ¡ 
Feb. 6. 
Town Mgr. Ronald L. Usher j 
said the town has no ordinance ¡ 
to control encroachments. 
He reminded the council th a t, 
in November 1965, the council 
had withdrawn an encroachment 
permit enabling Kirkwood-Bly 
Co. of Santa Rosa to install a 
sewer line on Paradise Drive for 
the Corte Madera Sanitary Dis­ 
trict, because the contractor had 
damaged the road. After the 
permit was withdrawn, the con­ 
tractor gave the town a deposit 
to cover the cost of repairing 
the road and the work was com­ 
pleted. 
“ It’s fortunate that no one 
asked us what ordinance we 
were acting on.” he said. 
Councilman Charles F. Pen­ 
dleton said he was afraid the 
ordinance might work a hard­ 
ship on hillside homeowners. 
“About 90 per cent of the hill­ 
side homes encroach on the 
public right-of-way,” he said. 
“It’s possible under this or­ 
dinance to get a permit for a 
continuing encroachment,” Ush­ 
er said, “but we did not feel we 
would be on safe ground to say 
all existing encroachments are 
legal. If we did that, we could 


be in trouble if we later wanted 
to widen the streets.” 
“It would be ridiculous for us 
to annex a street like Summit 
Drive from Larkspur and then 
pass an ordinance to cause prob­ 
lems to people like those on 
Summit Drive,” Pendleton argu­ 
ed. 
“A l o g i c a l encroachment 
should have an encroachment 
permit,” Usher replied, and if 
w'e need the right-of-way, the 
encroachment should go.” 
“Some protection should be 
afforded the hillside homeown­ 
ers,” Pendleton insisted. 
Mayor Edward W. Colthurst 
agreed with Pendleton’s concern 
and said he feels the surveys 
pertaining to the hillside hirnes 
are faulty. 
“Would it be safe to say that 
if this ordinance passes, it will 
cause no change on the hill?” 
Councilman Harold B. Wagstaff 
asked. 
“Correct,” Usher said. “We 
don’t go out looking for trouble, 
but we will continue to proceed 
as we do now against a danger­ 
ous encroachment.” 
“This ordinance makes no 
difference whatsoever in the 
council’s responsibility to see 
that every public right-of-way 
is fit for the purpose for which 
it was intended,” City Atty Sher­ 
rod S. Davis said. 
The council then voted unani­ 
mously to introduce the ordin­ 
ance.
